Sophiftry and Clamour againft fome of our 


Minifters ; at laft he met with oppofition, 


which caufed him to give over; but he was 


fo tedious, that fome of the Schollars thae 
were prefent faid, If this Fellow had not been 


oppofed, he would have babbled until Mid-night. 


He alfo lays claim to our Meeting-Houfes, 
and fays,They are as common for him as for others to 


Preach in: This is not true ; our Meeting-Houfes

of Religion, yet their.Principles were not

it Humane Prudence ; thefe People were more 
prudent 
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Prudent than Pudent, for they were notat eafe 


there, but were envious againft us, and were 
often fcribbling againft us, and raifing Con-

is Babel indeed: What Confufion can be more 
manifeft than this, to confound Divine Motions 


with Poetical Fury 2’ This fhews what Dark- 


nefs raigns in the World, to Print fuch ma- 


nifeft Contradiétions; as if Divine Motionsand 


Poetical. Fury were one and the fame thing ; 
but fome will have it fo, and that the word 
Enthufia{m hath a two-fold Signification, and 


that there is a Fantaftical Enthufiafm or Infpi- 


ration; weread af no {uch thing in the Scrip- 
tures of ‘Fruth:' We read of fome poflefled 
with evil Spirits, but that did not proceed 
from Divine Infpiration, byt Satan’s Temp- 
tations: The Apoftle fays, That every one ws 
tempted when they are drawn away by their own 
Lufts, and ames 1.13;14,15. Weread 
alfo-of falfe Prophets, and Deceivers, in the 
Scriptures of Truth; but our Saviour gives.a 
true Character of them, he did not call them 
Enthufiafts, bur faid, Ye (hall know them by their 
Frusts; Do Men gather Grapes of Thorns, or Figs 
of Fhiftles? Mat.'7..15,16. Luke 6.44. Thee 


were a Perfecuting People, and much com- . © 


plained of, in the Holy Scriprures, in divers 
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places, both Magiftrates and Priefts, which 


are fometimes Called Watch-men, as in Mic. 7, 


4. he faith, Tat the beSt of them w as 4 Bryar, 
and the moft upright as aThorny Hedge. The 
Church of England, in their 39 Articles, cal- 


led, The Faith and Dottrine of the Church of 
England, they declare, That the Scriptures are 
{ufficient Rule both of Faith and Manners; fee 


ae the 6th Article: And further, in the 20th 
Article they fay, That they muft not expound one 


place of Scripture, to make it repugnant to ano- 


ther, &c.

_ asthe Body. That the Souls of wicked Men 


have no Health in them, iscertain ; but that 
proceeds not from Enthufiafm or Infpiration, 
but from Sin; and nothing but the Infpirari- 


on of the Almighty, will Cleanfe and Heal 


them: Some others of the Learned fay, That 
Enthufiafm or Infpiration is a natural thing, 
and neither good nor harm in ic felf; and 
that fome of the Poets of Old, were fuch 


Rhetorical Enthufiafts, that they believed they 
were. Divinely Infpired ; it is likely they 
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“ were fo, the Apoftle Pau! quotes fome of the 
Poets to convince the Athenians that worfhip-- 
ped an unknown God, and were much gi- . 


ven to Idolatry, Aés 17. 27. where he ad- 
vifes them To feek the Lord, tf baply they might 


. feel after him, tho’ be be not far from every one 


of ws: For in him we live, and move, and have 
our being ; as certain of your own Poets have {aid, 
For we ar: bw Off-[pring, &c. This thews 
that thefe Poets had fome knowledge reveal’d 
to them from God: We do not read that they 
had their knowledge from the Scriptures then, 
to make a Trade on, as fome do now-a-days. 


Revelation or Infpiration proceed from one 


Fountain, and is really Divine, altho’ fome 
of the Learned have ufed their endeavours to 


-debafe Infpiration ; but let us fee what the 


Church of England fays, in this cafe, in their 
Common-Prayers ; firft in the Collect for the 
Communion, they Pray That God would cleanfe 
their Hearts by the In{piration of bw Holy Spi- 
rit, &c. I réally believe that the Hearts of all 
Mankind cannot be cleanfed by any other 
means, but by the Infpiration of the Holy 


Spirit of God: And further, in the Colleét 


for the firft Sunday after Eafer, they Pray 
for ihe In[piration of the Holy Spirit, that they 
may think thofe things that be good, and by God's 
mercyful Guidance may perform the {ame, &c.This 
T am fure cannot be done but by the Infpi- 


ration of the Almighty: And in divers. of 


the 
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the other Collects they Pray for the Light and — 
Grace of God alfo: Certainly thefe Men that 
writthe Liturgy of the Church of England, did 
believe that the Light, Grace and Infpiration 
of the Almighty, was Sufficient to Illumiriate, 
Infpire'and Téach,all Mankind,or they would 
not have inferted it fo plainly as they have 
done : It were'a‘work very unprofitable, to 
Pray for that which is‘not attainable: And 
further, in the aforefaid Articles of the Church 
of England, ye thall find.in the 13th Article, 
that they fay, That Works done before the Grace 
of Chrift; and the In{piration of bis Holy Spirit, 
are not pleafing toGod, for as much as they (pring. 
not of Faith in ‘felus Chrift, neither do they make 
Men meet to receive Grace, &c. This isa Truth 
that will ftand for ever with all true Chriftians. 
- Let Men confider with themfelves, how | 
they fhould come to the true knowledge of 
God, and: turn. their Mind inward, with a 
ferious defire after Eternal Happinefs, and 
empty themfelves of their imaginary Wif- 
dom, and wait upon God in Silence, to ob- 
tain Wifdom of him, from whom every — 
good and perfect Gift comes, which is not 


to be obtained, but by: God’s Gracious Help 


and Affiftance, which will not be wanting on 
his:part, to bring them into Covenant with 
him, under the moft Glorious Difpenfation 
of the Everlafting Gofpel, which is initiated 
under the New Covenant, to be cole j

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God, as the Scriptures of Truth do plenti- © 
fully witnefs, both in the Old and New Tes — 
ftament : The Prophet I/aiab begins with thefe

2,22. And further, the fame Prophet 
fays, in chap. 45. 13. All thy Children {hall be 
a taught of the Lord, and great {hall be the Peace ~ 
= of thy Children. Alfo the Prophet ‘Feremiah — 
exprefles himfelf fully concerning the New 
Covenant, Jer.3 1.3253 3534 for fhortnefs I thall 
repeat but part of it, This is the Covenant that 
I will make with the Houfe of Urael, after thofe — 
days, faith the Lord, Iwill put my Law in their 
imvard parts, and write it in their Hearts, and © 
will be their God, and they {hall be my People, &c. 
- The fame New Covenant is teltified of, at 
large, in Heb. 8. 8. fo to the end of that Chap. 
Our Blefled Lord and Saviour, Jefus Chrift, 
gonfirmed it himfelf, Fobn 6. 45. faying, As 
ee it is written in the Prophets,They hall all be taught 
J God ; every Man that hath beard, and hath 
earned of the Father, cometh to me, &c. As ma- 
as are taught of God, can fet theirSealsto 
this Truth as it is in Jefus. es 
But fome have faid, That if she Quakers be | 
under the New Covenant, Taught of God, What | 
| need have they of Mew to Preach among ft them? . 
: _. They who are in that Covenant need not 
be taught of Men, faying, Know the Lords 
whofe Minifters teach as they are tanghe of 
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him 3 whofe Spirie muft not be limited from - 


its own Miniftry, either in the Church, or 
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in the World; as there are divers States, fo __ 


there are divers Miniftrations fuitable: All 
‘Hearers are not Come into that Covenant, 
neither are all I/rael, which are of I/rael ; and

Deliverance; and fuch have need to be in- 

. ftruéted, in order to turn them to the Lighr, 
- and to gather them to God, and not to Men >

Let none defpife the Teachings of God,un- __ 


der fuch vain Pretences as fome have done, 
to debafe it, or hide the weighty things of 
the Gofpel from People, for Worldly Inte- 
reft and Profit, keeping People always in 
Teaching, that they may be always. Paying 
them ; and bring them not to be Taught of 
God: Ihave no enmity in my Heart againft

lith with them, I know not 3 becaufe he 
writes much againft the Errors of the Learn-
